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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  ’..embers  of 
Cardigan  Borough  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1962,  a year 
which  was  quite  eventful  in  the  sphere  of  public  health. 

The  publication  of  a report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
"Smoxing  and  Health",  shoving  that  there  is  a proved  relationship  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung,  caused  many  persons  to  renounce 
the  habit  only,  alas,  to  recommence  at  a later  stage.  Consequently,  any 
campaign  and  propaganda  to  disuaoe  persons  from  smoking  should  be  aimed 
primarily  at  adolescent  school  children,  many  of  whom  are  non-smokers  at 
present  but  likely  to  oecome  regular  cigarette  smokers  later  in  life.  If 
t:.ese  children  can  be  convinced  that  smoking  constitutes  a great  hazard 
to  health  - in  the  form  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  chronic  bronchitis  and  heart 
disease  - then  one  can  confidently  expect  a decrease  in  the  death  rate  from 
these  diseases  in  future  years.  Constant  repetition  of  the  dangers  of  smoking 
is  therefore  essential  - whilst  not  forgetting  the  financial  advantages i 

Complacency  is  the  worst  enemy  of  preventive  medicine,  especially 
regarding  infectious  diseases.  Epidemics  of  smallpox  were  considered  a 
thing  of  the  past  until  19621  The  epidemic  that  occurred  during  the  year 
caused  considerable  public  alarm  and  throughout  the  country  people  queued 
for  vaccination.  In  Cardiganshire,  over  17,000  people  were  vaccinated  and 
the  majority  of  these  were  primary  vaccinations.  Some  authorities  pressed 
for  the  reintroduction  of  compulsory  vaccination,  but  the  choice  should 
rest  with  the  parents.  They  should  remember  that  in  this  "modern  age", 
any  part  of  the  world  may  be  reached  in  24  hours  and  that  smallpox  is 
constantly  present  in  the  community  in  many  parts  of  the  world.  The  best 
age  .or  primary  vaccination  is  between  the  1st  and  2nd  years  of  life  for 
this  is  the  age  at  which  complications  are  rare. 

On  a local  oasis,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  are  the  major 
cause  of  death.  Admittedly,  people  are  living  longer  but  some  of  the  deaths 
and  disabilities  in  the  middle  period  of  life  are  due  to  high  blood  pressure 
end  its  sequelae,  or  coronary  thrombosis.  Almost  invariably,  such  diseases 
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occur  in  persons  who  are  overweight  and  it  is  a fact  that  at  least  one 
person  in  five  in  this  country  is  considerably  overweight.  Proper  attention 
to  diet  and  medical  supervision  can  prevent  or  reduce  this  obesity  and 
eliminate  its  danger  to  health. 

The  total  population  figure  living  within  the  area  remains  virtually 
the  same.  The  birth  rate  is  a little  below  the  national  rate  for  this  year 
and  the  death  rate  is  above  the  national  rate.  This  does  not  mean  that  there 
is  a preponderance  of  elderly  people  living  within  the  borough  because  the 
Registrar  General ' s area  comparability  factors  are  unity. 

Cardigan  gives  tr.e  impression  of  a thriving  community  and  the  Council 
are  to  be  congratulated  in  keeping  abreast  with  this  by  pursuing  a vigorous 
housing  policy. 

There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  and  only 
one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

A detailed  report  including  a very  comprehensive  report  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

spent  on  the  maintenance  of  a number  of  storm  water  culverts. 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
Borough  are  considered  adequate  - the  built-up  parts  being  served 
by  a water  carriage  system  whilst  outlying  dwellings  are  served  by 
septic  tanks. 

In  September  the  Council's  Puolic  Health  Committee  met 
Representatives  of  tne  South  west  Wales  River  Board  to  discuss  the 
existing  sewage  disposal  arrangements.  Tne  River  Board  urged  the 
C uncil  to  give  consideration  to  providing  means  of  sewage  treatment 

and  disposal. 

At  a subsequent  meeting,  the  Council  resolved  that  Consultant 
Engineers  be  engaged  to  prepare  a report  on  sewage  disposal  within 
the  Borough. 

The  Consultant's  report  in  the  first  stage  would  consist  of  a 
preliminary  report  on  the  whole  problem  together  with  recommendations 
for  dealing  with  it,  including  estimates  of  cost. 

Site  investigation  has  been  part  completed  and  the  Consultant's 

report  is  awaited.

The  service  is  covered  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  and  mechanical  transporc  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twice 
weekly  in  all  the  ouilt-up  areas  and  once  a fortnight  in  the  outlying 
areas.  Tnis  arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  the  work  well  organised. 
Despite  regular  collection,  however,  persons  persist  in  depositing 
refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets  and  open  spaces. 

The  practice  of  depositing  car  bodies,  particularly  in  the 
Lower  kiwi  dan  area  has  become  increasingly  prevalent  - and  it  appears 
that  Statutory  action  by  the  Council  will  be  necessary. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  suitable 
regulation  dustbins.  All  manner  of  receptacles  are  being  employed 
and  refuse  and  garbage  is  often  blown  about  whilst  awaiting  collection. 

All  the  highways  receive  weekly  cleansing  - a contribution 
towards  tie  cost  ^eing  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  main 

roads. 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  - (by  cut  and 
fill  methods)  on  land  at  Cwmprice,  Verwig.  The  site  lies  outside  the 
built-up  area,  and  the  use  of  a refuse  trailer  offsets  the  extra  length 
of  haul  to  tip. 

The  quantity  of  h.use  and  trade  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
has  been  ascertained,  together  with  the  composition  of  house  refuse. 

The  amount  of  HOUSE  refuse  collected  amounted  to  2,394  tons,  which 
alio  s for  approximately  12  cts,  per  head  of  population,  or  1 ton 
6 cwts  per  house.

A separate  c llection  of  TRADE  refuse  (paper  and  cardboard) 
was  made,  and  a total  of  413  tons  was  collected.  The  trade  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

A survey  which  was  carried  out  indicated  the  composition  of 
house  refuse  as  follows ;- 


Combustible  matter  (paper,  wooden  boxes,  rags)  30% 
Organic  matter  (waste  food,  bones,  offal  and

The  figures  show  a high  proportion  of  combustible  matter,  which 
if  separated  could  be  best  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

The  site  of  the  previous  refuse  tip  at  the  rear  of  the  slaughter 
house  has  been  sealed  and  final  reclaiming  of  the  site  of  the  old  clay 
pits  has  been  carried  out  by  depositing  uon-putrescible  material  such 
as  builders  waste  etc.  The  site  thus  reclaimed  has  a total  area  of 
approximately  3.409  acres.

Adulteration  of  Food 

The  Cardiganshire  County  Council  administer  the  sections  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  dealing  with  the  adulteration  of  Food. 

There  were  no  cases  reported  to  the  County  weights  and  Measures 

Inspector  during  the  year. 

I wish  to  record  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  weights  and  Measures  in  connection  with  Food  and  Drugs  administration 
of  which  the  County  Council  is  the  enforcement  Authority. 

Food  Poiso ninq 


During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was 
dealt  with.  Samples  of  fo-.d  were  collected  and  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen. 

Staph. aureus  was  isolated  in  sausage  and  vegetable  soup.  The 
normal  precautions  for  dealing  with  suspected  food  poisoning  were 
taken  and  tne  outbreak  contained.
